X H E R E is an analogy invariably fubfurnig ' 
between all the o b j e d s whicn we belold 
in this 
world, whether they be confidered as belonging to 
cither its moral or phyfical departments. 
Every 
thing is progrejjive ;—nothing is permanent^ or creai* 
edperfect.—^Time, 
who, ultimately deftroys the p/o- 
dutlions of nature and art,gradually ameliorates, im« 
proves and matures. 
H e is the parent of Experi- 
ence, and Experience is the mother 
of 
Wifdom. 
Superficial fpe<£tators of human tranfa£bions, arc 
prone to attribute the alteration of a plan or fyilem, 
luggeiled 
by reafon and propriety, to rellkfs ca- 
price and mental inilability. 
Let them be inform- 
ed, that, by adhering too tenacioufly to any 
pro- 
je£t, when we are certain it can be amended, we 
l^tray an unpardonable degree of obilinacy, which 
progrejfes in its criminality in proportion to its du- 
ration. 


T h e Profpeftus of the Nightingale, was fubmit- 
ted to the public eye, with diffidence and apprehen- 
fion.

The moil hungry, might have found a folid beef- 
ftake of fcience to feaft upon, and they are furc, the 
pepper of criticifm and fatire, have been given in 
abundance, fufficient to prevent a naufea. 
Good 
humor has always fmiled at their table, and variety 
has garniihed the viands, 


But they have done with metaphor. 
They have 
found that their prefent plan, is too limited and im- 
perfe£t for their purpofe. Twelve duodecimo pages 
cannot 
contain a moiety of the entertainment, 
which it is now in their power to furniih for their 
readers. 
" Familiarity breeds contempt" fays the 
proverb—Their little vifitant, as ihe increafes in fize 
muit not be too profufe of her favors. 
The play- 
Fulnefs of the infant is indccorus in the " Mifs in 
her Teens." 
The Nightingale, in future will fing 
but once a v.eek, ard her patrons will behold her 
grown much larger than when ihe was lafl prefent- 
ed to their view. 


Each Number of the Nightingale, will contain 
7.4 8vo. p.iges. 
A new department, will bear the 
name of Criticifm, and will be appropriated to can- 
did, and impartial obfervations, and accounts of all 
American publications. 
Gentleman of eminent a- 
billtlesand of acknowledged erudition, have engag- 
ed to fupply this department with the fruits of their 
perufalij and refcarchcs j—withtheiropinionsand re- 
jnarks. 
It will be a journal of the produ^ions of 
Columblin genius 
of the labors of ouv couiitry's f.;- 
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gcs and the infpired fymphonies of her bards. 
Fol- 
ly and Vice, will be punifiied with the fevereil laili 
of cenfure—^Virtue and Learning will be crowned 
with the unfading wreaths of well earned applaufe.
